Virginia Agricnltnral association. 


AT RICHMOND. 


Richmond, Va., Oct. 21.—The presi- 
dential party arrived shortly before noon 
and were met by the governor and re- 
ception committee with proper escort 
and conveyances. 
A few 
minnte's drive 
brought the party to the fair grounds 
and as the head of the line filed into the 
main entrance, the prmdential salate of 
twenty-one gnns was fired by the Rich- 
mond Howitzers. 


Inside the gates, drawn up in line, 
were the military, consisting of a regi- 
ment of Virginia volunteers, the Rich- 
mond light infantry, the 
Richmond 
Blues, and three companies of visiting 
soldiery, and also a batalion of colored 
troops. 
After a brief formal reception 
in the society's office, the president and 
party stepped on the veranda in view of 
the multitude. 


Gk>vemor Lee made a brief address of 
welcome to the president on behalf of 
Virginia, and the president of the soci 
ety welcomed him to the farmers. 
Af 
ter deafening and prolonged cheers and 
waving of handkerchiefs, the president 
•poke as follows :

OF Virginia: 
While I thank you most sincerely for 
your kind reception and recognize the 
heartiness and the hospitality, for which 
the people of Virginia have always been 
distinguished, I am fully aware that 
your demonstration of welcome is ten- 
dered, not to the individual, but to an 
incuml)ent of the office which crowns 
the government of the United States. 
The state of ^Virginia, the mother of 
presidents, (seven of whose sons have 
filled that place,) to-day greets a presi- 
dent who, for the first time, meets Vir- 
ginians upon Virginia's soil. I congrat- 
ulate myself that my first introduction 
to the 
people 
of 
Virginia 
occurs 
at 
a 
fcimo 
when 
they 
are 
sur- 
rounded by exhibits of the productive- 
ness and 
prosperity 
of their state. 
What ver there may be in honor of her 
history, and however much of pride 
their may be in her tradition, her true 
greatness is here exemplified. In our 
sisterhood 
of 
states, 
the 
leading 
and most commanding place must be 
gained and kept by that commonwealth 
which, by the labor and intelligence of 
her citizens, can produce the most of 
those things which meet the necessities 
and desires of mankind. 
The efforts 
and struggles of her farmers and toilers 
produce rugged, self-reliant and inde- 
pendent men, and cultivate that product 
more than all others which enables a 
state to have a patriotic American citi- 
zenship. 
This will flourish in every 
part of the American domain. 
Neither 
drought nor rain can injure it, for it 
takes root in true hearts, enriched by 
love of country. 
There are no new vari- 
eties in this 
production, 
it 
must 
be the same where ever seen, and its 
quality is neither sound or 
genuineun- 
lees it grows to deck and beautify the 
entire and united nation, nor unless it 
supports and sustains the institutions 
and government founded to 
protect 
American liberty an happiness. 
The 
present administration of the govern- 
ment is pledged to return for such hus- 
bandry, not only promises, but actual 
tenders of fairness and justice, with 
equal protection and full participation 
in national achievements. 
If, in the 
past we have been, estranged, and the 
cultivation of American citizenship has 
been interrupted, your enthusiastic wel- 
come 
of 
to-day 
demonitrates that 
there is an end to such estrangement and 
that the time of suspicion and fear is 
succeeded by an era of faith and confi- 
dence. In such kindly atmosphere and 
beneath such cheering skies, I greet the 
people of Virginia, as co-laborers in a 
field where grows love of our united 
country. 
God grant that ia years to 
oome, Virginia, the old dominion, moth- 
er of presidents, she who looked on the 
nation at its birth, may not only increase 
her trophies of growth in aipriculture and 
manufactures, but that she may be 
ttmong the first of all states in cultiva- 
tion of true American citizenship.

A LESSON. 


Astronomy as Suggested by a Joint Po- 
litical Discussion and the 
Flifc'ht of Time. 


The Sentineij astronomer often mar- 
vels on heavenly phenomenas and was 
in a mood to incline that way last night, 
after listening to a joint discussion at^ 
New Haven. He painted to Bird Wiley, 
Bob DeWald and Henry Monning, how 
the golden hours were flying by and 
even October dropped the curtain an 
h(^r earlier on sunlight. 


On the Ist the sun rose at 5:41 a. m. 
and set at 5:26 p. m., making the length 
of the day 1 1 hours, 45 minutes. 
On 
the 81st the sun rises at 6:17 a. m., and 
St ta at 4:38 p. m., making the length of 
the day 10 hours and 31 minutes. 
The 
amount of the day's decrease in October 
therefore is 1 hour and 24 minutes. 
Thus on the last day of the month the 
days are nearly an hour and a half short- 
er than they were at the commence- 
ment. 


The sun's position in the heavens 
gives another indication of the season's 
advance. 
Observers will readily note 
that the sunrise and sunset points seem 
to move rapidly southward. 
On the 1st 
the sun's declination was 3 deg. 16 min. 
south; on the 31st it is 14 deg. 16 min. 
eonth. 
The sun therefore advances 10 
dag. 50 min, on his senthmicooim dar-

Hendricks, Howard, 
and Tipton, calls Mr. Eeator to task in 
the following calm, masterly way: 


"A gentleman by the name of Theron 
P. Eeator, of Fort Wayne, made a 
speech to workingmen at the Mascotte 
rink on Wednesday evening, in the in- 
terest of the republican party. 
Mr. K. 
is advertised as a "prominent Kuight of 
Labor," etc., and a city paper, ignorant- 
ly, or with a desire to deceive, announced 
him as president of the "State Typo- 
graphical union," a mythical organiza- 
tion having an existence only in the 
brain of the writer of theannouucement. 
Mr. K personally is an affable gentle- 
man, and bears a good Knight of Labor 
card issued bv an assembly at Fort 
Wayne. 
We have no fault to find with 
the gentleman in either of these respecta. 
His being a Knight of Labor is to his cred- 
it, but we enter an earnest and stern pro- 
test when, as he is now doing, he trades 
upon his connection with the order and 
deliberately sells hia influence, or sup- 
posed influence, at a set price to a polit- 
ical party. 
His private opinions and 
party preferences are his own, there be- 
ing othing to prevent their expression 
as coming from an individual, but when 
he goes so far as to commit the Knights 
of Labor to any action in the interest of 
any political party, he must be called 
down for an explanation of why he 
should not be expelled from the order 
for violation of obligations. 
The asseTi- 
bly at Fort Wayne, to which Mr. Keator 
is attached, 
should 
investigate 
the 
matter, 
as, in our opinion, 
he is 
doing incalculable injury to the order, 
and the cause of labor in general. 
The 
services of Mr. Keator may be valuable 
to the republicans, but of this fact some 
doubt arises. The party is the sole judge 
of this. 
As to the influence he may ex- 
ercise in transferring the votes and sup- 
port of the workingmen to this or that 
party, if one may judge from the tone 
and character of the address delivered 
in this city, will amount to but little, 
certainly no large number. 
His exposi- 
tion of the labor question, if such it 
might be called, and the desires and de- 
mands of

wage workers, 
was tame and 
insipid, and if such 
expositions 
were

Aside 
from the wrong committed against the 
order such efforts as that of Mr. Keator 
must necessarily fall flat and prove un- 
profitable to any party emploving a 
a speaker pretending to be the custodian 
of the minds and consciences of the 
working people and who undertakes to 
deliver such goods at a set price. 
The 
assembly at Fort Wayne should call in 
his card and allow Mr. Keator to resume 
his position as the editor of the Gazette 
of that city."

Why 


To the Editor of the SENTINEIÍ, 


I have noticed with much interest, 
the progress of the congressional canvass 
in this district, and with regret the aiji- 
mosity which has pursued the democrat- 
ic candidate, Judge Lowry. 
His most 
implacable enemies, appear to be or as- 
sume to be, democrats. 


It seems hardly credible, that any in 
telligent and fair minded man, who has 
any principle or conscience in his poli 
tics, and who is a democrat from convic- 
tion, should wish or work for the defeat 
of Jndge Lowry. 


Do democrats really believe that their 
party has any principles, or beneficent 
public ends to attain, by holding on to 
its lately and hardly won power in the 
federal and state governments? Do they 
desire, because they believe it is for the 
public good, democratic rather than re 
publican government? 
If so, can the 
party afford at this critical time, to 
lose a member of congress from this dis 
trict, or any other in Indiana? The wel 
fare, the safety, of THE PEOPLE, is sup 
posed to be the supreme law of Ameri 
can democracy, the comer stone, and 
the key-stone, of its organization. 
It is 
worth preserving. 
If it is of no mo 
ment, no public concern, whether the 
democrats or the republicans, hold the 
legiblative and executive power of the 
United States, party organization may 
as well be abandoned, and every voter 
follow his own personal preferences as to 
candidates. 
If there be no truth, no 
principle in politics, let it be understood 
at once, that politics mean only office 
hunting and getting and holding,not pa- 
triotic methods and efforts for good gov 
ernment, for the benefit of all the peo- 
ple. 
The politics and government of 
this country, cannot be carried on wisely 
and well, on any such idea. Parties are 
a necessity in all free governments, and 
true patiiotism prompts, not abandon- 
ment of parties, *bat their elevati<« 


should they, or other democrats, desire 
or work for his defeat at the polls? 
Should democrats therefore send a re- 
publican to congress, to the jeopardy 
perhaps of the democratic majority in 
the next house of representatives? Does 
true patriotism, or true democracy de- 
mand, at this time. Judge 
Lowry's 
slaughter in the house of his friends, and 
the giving of his place to a republican? 
Cannot the disappointed competitors of 
Judge Lowry 
for the nomination at 
Auburn realize, that to permit their 
personal ambition and chagrin, to sow 
discord in the party, is only to sow seed, 
the 
sure 
frtiition 
of 
which must 
be 
future 
weakness 
and 
defeat 
to themselves and the party also? 
The 
welfare of a great partj is more impor- 
tant than personal ambitions, and there 
are political crises, when fidelity to par- 
ty is the highest patriotism. 
No true 
soldier will because of dislike to his 
leader, desert his flag, in the face of the 
enemy. 
It was no honor to Achilles 
that he "sulked in his tent" and allowed 
his wrath, for personal reasons, to bring 
"woes unnumbered" upon Greece. 


I am neither the eulogist, nor the 
apologist of Judge Lowry. 
He does 
not need my help in either capacity. 
What I write has no hint or inspiration 
from him and is unknown to him. 
I 
write only as a private democratic citi- 
zen, who wishes well for his party, and 
desires to see fair play. 
Judge Lowry 
is not a CArpet-bagger, nor a fresh con- 
vert or deserter, from the republican 
party, nor a new man among us. 
Ail 
the people know him. For many years, 
and repeated terms, he filled high judi- 
cial office, which especially tests ability 
and integrity—capacity for public af- 
fairs. 
I have never heard his judicial 
administration impugned. 
As a judge, 
both in the circuit and superior courts, 
he had the public confidence and re- 
spect. 
His going to cougress at his 
mature age, could not essentially change 
the nature or character of the man. 
What has he said or done, while in con- 
gress, to forfeit the confidence of his 
party, or the people? 
Nothing, so far 
as I have seen evidence. 
He has, as 
wa^his right, influenced the appointment 
of some democrats to office, instead of 
other democrats. There is the rub. All 
applicants could not be 
appointed. 
Some must be disappointed. Butshould 
the latter therefore become hostile or 
vindictive? 
Let infirm human nature 
answer that, I can give no better answer. 
Judge Lowry would be more than 
human, if he did not sometimes err or 
make mistakes, sometimes fail to name 
the right man for office. Assuming that 
his selections were not always the wisest 
or best, is he alone in that? 
If no bet- 
ter, are his appointments so much worse, 
than those of other congressmen, that 
he should be singled out for defeat in 
re-election, while, so far as I know, he 
has received the fair nomination of his 
party? 


Whether Jndge Lowry was wuw or 
not in seeking a third term in oongreas, 
is not the qnestion. 
He had a right to 
desire, and by fair means to gain, that 
mark of pnbHo approbation. 
Were his 
methods of gaining a renomination so 
nnnsnal or unfair, that his competitors 
can truly say: "We are too good to use 
such means, and will have none of 
them?" 
I do not suppose that modern 
political caucuses or conventions are 
models or schools of all the disinterested 
virtues, nor that his defeated com- 
petitors have any right to say to Judge 
Lowry, 
"Stand aside, we are holier 
than thou!" 
I see no great public evil, 
in the fact alone, that Judge Lowry 
should have three terms in congress. 
The best congressmen are generally the 
long 
term 
men. 
For 
my 
part, 
if 
I 
thought 
Jndge 
Lowry the 
right 
man in congress, 
I 
would 
as cheerfully vote to keep him there ten 
terms as two. The people lose more by 
frequent changes of congressmen, than 
by long terms. It is easier to get rid of 
the wrong man than to select the right 
one. Long terms serve to keep out of 
congress, and competition for it, the 
race of shallow and wordy demagogues, 
to whom one or two terms in congress 
would bring neither honor to themselves, 
nor good service to the people. Men 
are not born statesmen, nor do they 
grow to be such in a day. 
Statesman- 
ship is a word of large meaning. It dof s 
not pertain to men of meagre knowledge 
or feeble powers. The functions of a 
legislator especially, call for knowledge, 
wisdom, conscience and experience, and 
it is the disgrace of American politics, 
that the standard of fitness for the law- 
maker, whether national, state or munici- 
pal, has fallen so low, and yearly falls 
lower. The elevation of our legislators 
in ability and character, is a greatly 
needed reform. 


Much of scurrility has been published 
as to Judge Lowry's personal habits. 
The extravagance and palpable malignity 
of the charges, refute them, and stamp 
them as ' 'campaign lies." 
As to all such 
stories, and their authors, it may be 
said: "Let him who is without sin, cast 
the first stone," of condemnation. 


Comparisons of persons, are too often 
invidious, if not odious, and therefore 
are to be avoided, but every canvass for 
office will invoke comparisons. 
I may 
therefore ask, in all courtesy and good 
will, in what respect is Mr. White a bet- 
ter or more suitable man for congress 
than Judge Lowry, that a democrat 
should vote for or aid White, and not 
vote tor or aid Lowry? Has Mr. White 
given any better evidence of his personal 
integrity, in his record as a business 
man and citizen, than Judge Lowry can 
show as a lawyer, judge and citizen? 
Has Mr. White better intellectual train- 
ing, more knowledge, more experience 
more aptitude and fitness for public 
affairs, orcoDgressional duty, than Judge 
Lowry? If so, where is the record or 
the evidence? Would Mr. White be a 
democrat in congress, or a republican, 
or be a useless negative in being neither ? 
I might pursue this line of questioning, 
but I forbear. 


Let Judge Lowry have decent treat- 
ment. 
Why stultify him or his party, 
by unstinted and false abuse of him? 
Let him have candid judgment and jus- 
tice. Let him, as a faithful public ser- 
vant, and a long, well tried and faithful 
servant of his party, and its regalar can- 
didate for congress, have the unanimous 
and cordial support of his party, and his 
election will be assured; and this dis- 
trict, I trust, will not be a loser by his 
service for a third term. 
He bas cer- 
tainly hitherto done well for his district, 
and especially for Fort Wayne, and no 
democrat at least, should deny to him 
the opportunity for further valuable 
public service.

Living in the noonday of time, 
they read and think and the ^ t o r s of 
republican papers in this cify will find 
that the trinmphs of truth and reason are 
greater than those of misrepresentation. 
Slander cannot make a subject either 
better or worse and in the long run it 
acts like a boomerang upon tilie party 
that resorts to it. The true and concise 
statement of our county affairs, made by 
onr county treasurer, is aU that is neces» 
sary to puncture the false statements of 
republican newspapers, and it will be 
published often enough for every man

The statement shows that the commis- 
sioners did issue 3200,000 of bonds, and 
they bear five per cent interest, but 
the premium they brought, of $4,000, 
brings the rate of interest to about 4| 
per cent or less. They did this to pay 
off every county order that drew 6 per 
cent, and to give them money enough to 
keep the county for the future on a cash 
basis and at the same time not to stint 
n the necessary expenses of a thriving 
countj. Several years ago, about the 
time Mr. Budisill was auditor, a large 
number of wooden bridges, on pile foun- 
dations, were built within a period of 
four years. Everyone knows what kind 
of bridges they were from the one at 
Budisill's 
mill and Muldoon's dam. 
During the last four years these bridges 
have had to be rebuilt or repaired at a 
cost of over $150,000, and in order to 
verify my statement I give figures of 
cost and location of bridges, and this will 
tell why for four years papt the expendi- 
ture of the connty have been heavy:
